I  rally  true.  The  main  body  of  the  Jewsslept  on  in  their 
'graves  of  sin  and  error,  deceiving  themselves  with  the 
i|  notio.'i,  that  as  they  were  the  children,  of  Abraham,  so 
,,  they  wcic  the  favorites  of  Heaven,  and  were  safe  from 
'  danger.  'Phey  thus  slept,  until  they  saw  utter ‘destruc- 
tion  hanging  over  them,  when  the  Romans  came  against 
jj  them.  Then  they  awoke  to  their  condition;  hut  it  was 
too  late.  They  were  ruined  ns  a  nati:)n,  and  the  reni- 
H  nants  of  their  number  were  scattered  over  the  whole 
ji  earth,  where  they  have  endured  every  form  of  suffering 
for  nearly  eighteen  centuries.  This  is  the  “  ererlasting 
,  punishment"  of  Matt,  x.w :  40.  And  need  I  say,  that  it 
j'  is  the  “shame”  and  “  everlasting  contempt”  of  Daniel? 
!j  They  have  had  shame  and  everlasting  contempt  to  their 
fill.  .\nd  thi.s  shame  and  contempt  can  with  more  pro- 
I  priety  be  cailcil  “  everkuting,”  than  the  Babylonian 
captivity  could  be  called  “  an  everlasting  reproach,”  for 
that  wa-s  endured  only  seventy  years,  while  the  Jews 
I  have  been  scattered  over  the  earth  rather  more  than 
twenty-five  times  seventy  years. 

I  In  all  these  events,  we  find  an  exact  fulfilment  of  the 
long  controverted  language  of  the  Saviour.  “  Marve| 
|;  not  at  this:  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all  that 
are  in  the  graves  shall  lie.ar  his  voice,  and  shall  come 
forth  ;  tliey  that  have  done  good,  unto  the  resurrection 
of  life;  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  dainuation.” — John  v:  2S,  23.  All  the  Jews 
were  to  rise  from  their  degraded  state- and  all  did  rise 
between  the  resurrection  of  Christ  and  the  overthrow 
of  tlieir  n.ition.
